2-4-D SPRAYING TIME 


Again it is time to check our 
fields for weed infestation and pre- 
pare for spraying with 2-4-D. It is 
now common knowledge that many 
of our troublesome and common 
weeds can be effectively controlled 
by spraying with 2-4-D and with 
economical returns to the farmer. 
Timing your spraying operations is 
very important. Wheat and barley 
are best suited for spraying when 
in the third leaf stage or when the 
leaves are six inches long. It is not 
advisable to spray any crops when 
it is heading out, or in the flower- 


ing stage. Oats is more’ sensitive, 


and spraying of it is reeommended 
when the oat crop has just come 
into the shot blade stage. Do not 
delay until the head is formed in 
the boot, as spraying at this time 
is again injurious to.the oats. Flax 
crops should be sprayed after the 
‘plants have’ formed three: or four 
leaves and before budding stage. 
Check your fields regularly now 
for weed infestation and stage of 
crop development and if conditions 
| warrant spraying, then time your 
j operations for best.results. The 
rates of application will vary de- 
pending on. the type of chemical. 
you use, and kinds of weeds you 
-want to spray. Ester type of 2-44D 
| is most commonly used and as it 
j Penetrates weed growth immediat- 
ely, there is little risk of losing the 
| effect of the spray if it should rain 


| shortly as is the case with anime. 


| Anime is probably safest on flax. 
Stinkweed, pigweed, mustard and 
thistles can be controlled effective- 
ly with 4 oz. to 6.0z. of actual acid, 
ester type, per acre. Tartary Buck- 
wheat should be sprayed at the

8 oz. of ester, acid equivalent, per 
i acre.

BULLETIN ON TARTARY 
BUCKWHEAT CONTROL 


This office has just received a 
supply of a new bulletin on tartary 
buckwheat control, issued by the 
Dept. of Agriculture. This bulletin 
is available free upon request and 
should be of interest to many far- 
;mers in this district troubled with 
tartary buckwheat or those wish- 
ing to prevent introduction and in- 

festation of this weed to their 
farms. 

Brief summary of facts in tar- 
tary buckwheat control could be 
stated as following. Seed of tartary 
buckwheat germinates at different 
stages, similar to wild: oats, there- 
fore, it-keeps reinfesting crops yéar 
after year. Seed in field infested 
with buckwheat must 'be after rip- 
ened or dried out first and brought 
to within three inches to surface 
before they will germinate. This 
weed grows only from seed. The 
first precaution -is to be very care- 
ful not to buy or use seed grain 
that has tartary buckwheat. Check 
your fields regularly during the 
growing season, and should an odd 
plant be found, pull out by hand, 
for this will save endless trouble 
in the future. This maxum applies 
to.other weeds. Once a field is in- 
fested with tartary buckwheat, it 
is not easy to control its infesta- 
tion. Cultivation on such fields 
should be shallow. Kill a crop of 
buckwheat before seeding to grain 
crop. This means delayed seeding 
and use of. barley. Fall rye is also 
a good clean-up crop. Post seeding 
cultivation has - also;been. found 
helpful. Since seed of tartary buck- 
wheat will live in soil for a number 
of years, forage crops will not era- 
dicate it, but will help considerable 
to thin out the infestation. As men- 
tioned in our article above, tartary 
buckwheat is® somewhat resistant 
to 2-4-D, but spraying at the rate 
of 6 to 8 oz. as early as possible will 
give satisfactory kill. A chemical 
known as M.C.P., which like 2-4-D 
is a selective weed ‘killer, because
